And What Have You

Hamlin voters will have two 
elections Saturday, one will be the 
Democratic Primary and the other 
will be for a school trustee. The 
school election will be in the high 
school building and the primary 
will be in the gymnasium lobby. 
The school election will be 
simple—you just make a choice 
between two candidates for the one 
place on the board — but the 
primary ballot will be something 
else. For the first time Texas 
voters 
will 
be 
voting 
on 
presidential delegates, more or 
less. 
As we pointed out in the column 
sometime back we don’t un­ 
derstand why we can not have a 
simple nationwide primary like the 
state primary and nominate the 
presidential candidates. But we 
still have not arrived at that point 
with this system we will be using 
here in Texas. 
As it stands now, the average 
citizen has little say in who gets 
nominated, and who he will get to 
vote for in November. 
Along with the regular county, 
district and state offices on the 
Democratic ballot this year you 
will find presidential delegates. 
And this is likely to be confusing. 
When you go to the polls here 
Saturday you can choose Wallace 
delegates, Carter delegates, or 
Bentsen delegates. 
You will not find listed on your 
ballot delegates for Sargent 
Shriver, Fred Harris, Henry 
Jackson, or Morris Udall. But some 
voters in Texas, including those in 
Abilene, will find Harris on their 
ballot and some will have Shriver 
on theirs. And a number districts 
will have a slate of uncommitted 
delegates that are not really un­ 
committed. 
It’s all rather confusing and 
Garth Jones, political writer for 
the Associated Press in Texas 
summed the situation up rather 
well in a recent article which 
follows: 
“You can’t tell the players in the 
May I presidential primary even 
with a program. 
Lloyd Bentsen, Sargent Shriver 
and Fred Harris have national 
Democratic convention delegates 
on many Texas ballots but the 
three no longer have national 
campaigns. 
Two 
prominent 
nationwide 
campaigners, Henry Jackson and 
Morris Udall, are not even on the 
Texas ballot. 
Jimmy Carter, favorite so far in 
the state primaries, is running a 
bob-tail campaign in Texas so he 
won’t make Bentsen delegates 
mad. He may need them later. 
George Wallace is worried 
because a goodly number of his 
supporters may sneak off and vote 
for Republican Ronald Reagan. 
And the uncommitted De­ 
mocratic delegates on the May I 
ballot are not really uncommitted. 
They are committed to supporting 
any liberal, or “progressive,” 
Democrat who can keep the liberal 
faction alive and kicking in the 
Texas Democratic Party. 


“Any electable progressive 
Democrat. We want a winner,” 
says Billie Carr, Houston, out­ 
spoken Democratic National Com­ 
mittee member who has led the 
state’s liberal Democratic since 
Sen. Ralph Yarborough was 
defeated by Bentsen. 
“The 
national 
committee 
member thinks at least 19 of the 98 
delegates to be elected May I will 
be liberal Democrats. 
If liberals get 15 per cent of the 
Texas delegation to New York city 
in July then they should have at 
least one liberal on each of the 
national convention committees 
and help influence the course of the 
convention. “I think we’ve got that 
made already,” said Friday. 
A week earlier, Bentsen made an 
urgent appeal to a gathering of 
regular party Democrats to stick 
with the Bentsen-Gov. Dolph

One of the m ajor issues 
facing the 64th Legislature 
was public school financing 
There were 9 bills in all 
concerning this issue. By the

version 
reached the House floor, I, 
with the assistance of my 
staff, had been able to secure 
eight changes in the bill to 
provide more equity for the 
smaller and medium-sized 
schools. My staff and I were 
in constant contact with the 
administrators of the schools 
in Fisher, Jones, Mitchell, 
Nolan and Taylor Counties. It 
was their invaluable in­ 
formation which enabled us 
to secure these changes. 
Flaws still remain in the 
bill which will cause hard­ 
ships to some of our sm aller 
schools. We are continuing to 
work 
with 
school 
ad­ 
ministrators in an effort to 
work out solutions to some of 
the major problems th at 
could be implemented into 
the bill during the 65th 
Legislature. 
I believe that the next 
Legislature will need to take 
a close look into the area of 
highway funding. Due to the 
energy crisis and inflation, 
there is no sufficient revenue 
in the highway fund to con­ 
tinue badly needed road 
construction. Many highway 
offices have been 
closed, 
some in our own district, and 


it is imperative that the 65th 
L egislature 
m ake 
this 
problem a high priority. We 
must maintain good roads 
throughout 
our 
state 
and 
adequate funds m ust be 
provided for this purpose. 
Comptroller Bob Bullock 
recently stated that the 65th 
Legislature can look forward 
to a cash surplus of $737 
million. I would like to see 
part of this money used in the 
area of school financing to 
help the sm aller schools meet 
the heavy financial burden 
and provide sufficient funds 
for highway construction. 
During my four years as 
your State Representative, 
the Legislature has been able 
to stay within their budget 
without increasing taxes by 
using 
the 
pay-as-you-go 
policy. 
In closing, I would like to 
thank all of the citizens of 
District 61 who have sup­ 
ported my efforts, counseled 
and advised me in matters 
affecting the needs of our 
district. It is only with this 
kind of help that I can ef­ 
fectively serve our district 
and the State of Texas.
